FrijJay morning the City Hospital physi- 
cians said he stood a fighting chance to 
live, but it is evident that he is indifferent 
to his fate. 

When he was taken to the hospital the 
doctors thought that the bullet he fired 
into his body had pierced the pericadium. 

But as his temperature is not alarmingly 
‘high and he is rational and shows a slow 
but steady improvement, they are con- 

inced that, unless unexpected complica- 
jons set in, he will recover. 

it is almost certain that the bullet went 
through the lower part of the left lobe of 
the lung, and that a blood clot was formed 
which stopped the hemorrhage.

The writ is made returnable to the su- 
preme court in banc on Oct. 8, at which 
time Judge Zachritz is required to appear 
and show cause why he should not be ped- 
manently enjoined from taking jurisdiction 
in the case. 

The effect of this order of Judge Gantt 
is to restrain Judge Zachritz from enforc- 
ing the injunction he issued Tuesday 
against the Delmar people. : 
_The only point in this case for Judge 
Gantt to determine was whether or not 
Judge Zachritz's jurisdiction extended over 
the Delmar race track, which is in St 
Louis County. 

As Judge Gantt issued the prohibition it 
is evident that he questions Judge Zach- 
ritz’s jurisdiction in the case and will have 
the case argued fully before a full bench 
when the Supreme Court meets for the 
October term, which is the date on which 
Judge Zachritz is required to appear here 
and answer the writ. 

In this connection it may be added, too, 
that it is believed that Judge Gantt th'nks 
that injunction is not the proper remedy in 
this case, but that criminal statutes should 
have been resorted to for relief.

“The resolution will probably be intro-¢ 
duced at tonight's meeting by myself or 
Mr. Sweeney,’’ said Delegate Burke. “I be- 
lieve the riouse will pass the resolution, 
and hope the Council will do the same.”’ 

Mr. Burke states that his plan is to place 
before the people the issues on which the 
House and Council are now divided, such 
as the garbage and fender bilis. 

“If the people approve the attitude of 
their representatives in the House,"’ he 
said, ‘“‘they will re-elect us and choose new 
councilmen. If they think the Counelil is 
right in these matters they will re-elect 
the Council members and put new dele- 
gates in our places.

EMPHASIZES MONROE

One Paper Says That the Clayton-Bul- 
wer Treaty Will Have to Be 
Abrogated. 


LONDON, Sept. 6.—The vast ambitions of 
the United States, as deduced from what 
the St. James Gazette calls President Mc- 
Kinley’s sensational speech at Buffalo, con- 
tinues to be the theme of the London edi- 
torial -writers. 

“A military power and commercial enter- 
prise must go hand in hand,” says the St. 


James Gazette, “the importance of the 
Statements upon the world of politics as 
revealing the new epoch upon which Amer- 
ica Is entering, must be immense.’ 

The Evening Standard inquires if the ref- 
erence to the isthmian canal is a “hint to 
ingland that the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
will have to go. _ It looks like it.’"’ The pa- 
per coosiders that the “determination of 
the United States to be uppermost in Cen- 
tral and South America, both commercial- 
ly and politically, is one of the hardest 
facts of our times. 

The Globe thinks President McKinley's 
program forecasts the severe rivalry which 
Great Britain must expect from the United 
States, amounting, as the paper believes, 
to . definite abandonment of extreme pro- 
tection.

The America was built by George Steers 
of New York, and Commodore Stevens was © 
her commander. 

Bince then there have been ten interna- © 
tional yacht races—Briton vs. American. 
Bach race was for the America’s cup, and 
in each case the Briton has been defeated. 
The challengers have spent at least §2,- 
000,000 in their ten attempts to regain the 
cup up to 1899, and Sir Thomas Mpton 
spent fully $1,000,000 trying to ‘‘lift the 
cup’’ with Shamrock, so that the grand © 
total of dollars actually spent in racing for 
the greatest yaclt-racing trophy in the 
world is $4,155,000, not counting the cost © 
of the coming race. 

The prize is well worth all the money 
and strenuous effort put forth for its cap- 
ture and defense, for it is emblematic of 
the seagong championship of the world. 
In addition to the vast sum actually spent 
in contests for the cup, at least $3,000,000 
have been spent by lovers of the royal 
sport in witnessing the races, so that this © 
great championship has involved from first 
to last an expenditure of $7,155,000.

Richard T. Stockton is a St. Louits youth 
who has crowded into 21 years of his life 
much of adventure and not a little of peril, 

August 18 he celebrated his majority in 
Matanzas, Cuba, as a member of Troop E, 
Second United States Cavalry.

His first startling adventure occurred 
when he was 15 years old.

to the sea. 


At last, he reached Mobile, where he 
found the barque Ferda, bound for Rio 
Janeiro, Brazil, ready to put to sea. He 


shipped as cabin boy. He was abused and 
overworked on the trip and when he 
reached the Brazilian capital he deserted 
and sought the protection of the Ameri- 
can consul, who gave him work and kept 
him several months. 

Again he became afflicted with the hot 
foot of travel and shipped aboard the Geo. 
T. Haley. After a tempestuous voyage and 


many hardships he reached Mobile and 
“bummed” his way into St. Louis, a ver- 
itable prodigal son. His family had not

Stockton secured a position in the head- 
quarters of the Wabash Railroad and 
thought he was done with wandering—at 
least for a time. 

But the building burned and he was with-

He went to Chicago and worked the 
lakes as a forcemast sailor to Buffaio, 
whence he rode free into New York on the 
New York Central in, under and on freight 
cars. 

In New York Stockton met a man of 
wealth who was atrracted by the youth's 
precocity and experiences. This man got 
him a position as mail cadet on the steamer 
St. Louls. He was ranked -as a_ petty of- 
ficer. When war was declared.and the St. 
Louls became a United States ship of war, 
he, with his fellows, promptly volunteered 
to serve in the navy. He was appointed 
ship’s writer, and saw many exciting events 
in the operations off the coast of Cuba, 
and participated in some of them. 


He was one of a cable-cutting party that | 


was fired on by Spanish artillery from the 
shore while the shin’s gig was grappling 
tor the euble.

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SOME KIND FRIEND. 


The success of the higgledy piggledy, called the tax system, 
has come to depend upon ‘“‘some kind friend.” He is the un- 
commissioned attache of the assessor’s office. 

A Chicago citizen was happy in the belief that he had es- 
caped assessment entirely. But the other day the Board of 
Review ordered him to appear and testify to his taxable 
property. Enraged at such impudence he appeared and ad- 
ministered a fitting rebuke, but the reviewers calmly told 
him that some kind friend had informed them that he had 
a lot of mortgages, stocks, bonds and such like odds and 
ends to the amount of $12,000 at least. How much more he 
had some kind friend knew not, but that much he did know. 
So, after a bitter wrangle, during which the good citizen 
denounced the reviewers and in his excitement made damag- 
ing admissions, the assessment was entered at $12,000. 

Some kind friend was active in a good lady’s affairs. She 
was not assessed, but by the aid of the uncommissioned at- 
tache, the board put her down for $250,000. An eminent citi- 
zen’s assessment was raised through the disinterested giforts 
of some kind friend from nothing to $500,000; another, from 
$50,000 to $250,060; besides these were many others, the 
increases ranging from $1000 to $100,000. 

Some kind friend is no doubt a very useful person. He 
should be suitably rewarded with money enough to keep him 
from want, and the hearty contempt of all decent people, 
But what kind of a “system” is it that can be made to 
work, even roughly, only by resorting to espionage, treach- 
ery and piain sneaking; which puts a premium upon perjury; 
tempts men to spy upon one another, and surrounds friends 
with an atmosphere of mutual suspicion. : 
Considerations of even the lowest plane of morality require 
a reform in this formless system, If enough thought is given 
to the subject it can be reduced to reason and order, 
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In spite of the fact that a large number of Chicago's grade 
crossings were ebolished, that city still stands first in the 
number of deaths from such crossings.

New York Trade Will Meet 
September 9, 


QUESTION IS ON DELIVERIES 


NO. 2 HARD WINTER IS THE 
GRADE IN CONTROVERSY. 


Ccemmittee Proposes to Make It De- 
liverable on Equality With No. 3 
Red Winter and No. 1 Spring, 
but There Is Opposition. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—Interest in the 
proposed addition to the grades of whea: 
in order to make more difficult the cor 
nering of grain in this market, is attract- 
ing much attention in local grain aire e:. 

The meeting of the trade to be held on 
Sept. 9 will, it is expected, be an excited 
one, as the committee themselves are di- 
vided and the members of the trade are 
taking sides. 

The question at issue is whether No. 2 
hard winter wheat shall become deliverable 
on exactly the same basis as No. 2 red 
winter and No. 1 hard northern spring, 
whether it shall be deliverable at a dis- 
count of 2 cents per bushel in the price. 
The majority of the committee favor the 
discount, but there is a strong minority 
in favor of equality in delivery. The point 
made by the committee is that with such 
large supplies of deliverable wheat to draw 
from corners will be too risky and will 


not be attempted. 

Mr. Henry B. Hebert, a member of the 
committee, is particularly favorable to the 
idea of including No. 2 hard winter wheat 
in contract grades on the same terms as 
No. 2 red winter or No. 4 spring—in other 
words, without the 4iscount. 

Mr. D. Van Vidi, another member of the 
committee, ‘6 @.80 in favor of the inclusion 
vf No. 3 faeard winter wheat in New York 
‘on*ract grades without any discount. 

“This No. 2 bard winter wheat,”’ he said, 
“is chiefly the wheat grown in the South- 
west, particularly in Kansas and Oklaho- 
ma, and to some extent In Texas. It is be- 
coming a large proportion of the crop every 
year, and will this year amount to some- 
thing like 256,000,000 or 300,000,000 bushels. it 
is becam.ng the surplus winter wheat. The 
other states from which we used to get 
No. 2 red, such, for instance, Illinois, in- 
diana, Ohio, New York and Pennsylvania, 
have became so thickly populated that they 
almost consume all their home-grown wheat 

ept in cases of special iarge crops. This 
ends to eliminate No. 2 red wheat from our 
contracts, so that under current conditions 
most contracts are filled by No. 1 northern 
spring wheat. The committee propose to 
make No. 2 hard winter a good delivery on 
contract. So far as the intrinsic value of 
this wheat is concerned in comparison with 
No, 2 red winter, it has sold on this crop at 
a premium over No. 2 red during almost the 
entire life of the crop, and is now selling 
it a trifling discount. The European mar- 
«ets and practically all the Continent have 
a preference for No, 2 hard winter over No. 
! red almost all the time. This No. 2 hard 
winter partakes very much of the nature 
of the northwestern spring wheat, and large 
quantities of it were last year made into 
four by the Minneapolis and northwestern 
millers in combination with northwestern 
spring wheat.”’

OMABKBA, Neb., Sept. 6.—Suit for divorce 
has been filed against Mrs. Cora Lathrop 
Patterson by her husband, James T. Fat- 
terson. Mrs. Patterson has fust mado her 
debut here as a choir singer. Mr. Patter- 
son is the son of the miillonaire tobacco 
man, R. C. Patterson. of Richmond, Va, 
Mrs. Patterson says her husband is seek- 
ing a divorce because his millionaire father 
has compelied him to do so by threatening 
to disinherit him. The petition states that 
James T. Patterson and Cora Lathrop were 
married at Richmond, Va., in 1838, and lived 
happily together for several years.
